UNIVERSITY  COLLEGE  IN  1920 


WELL  KNOWN  ATHLETE  IS  SUED 

FOR  BREACH  QF  PROMISE 


Mr.  R.  Y.  Cory  Takes  the  Stand  as 
Defendant  Against  Twenty-two 
Charges. 


What  promises  to  he 
the  most  sensational  case 
that  Toronto  has  seen  for 
a  long  time  was  launched 
in  the  University  Civil 
Court  this  morning,  when 
Mr.  R.  Y.  Cory  took  the 
stand  as  defendant  against 
twenty-two  charges  of 
breach  of  promise. 

THE  INDICTMENT 

The  complainants  in 
the  case  are  all  of  Queen’s. 
Hall,  and  the  charges  are 
all  identical.  It  is  claim¬ 
ed  that  Mr.  Cory,  \yho  is  a 
secretary  of  the  Varsity 
First  Rugby  team  and 
a  member  of  the  Athletic 
Association  Executive, 
“  did  promise  seats  for  the 
Hamilton-Varsity  Rugby 
match  to  each  of  the  com¬ 
plainants  separately  and 
individually,  and  that,  he 
did  most  feloniously  and 
with  “  froid  pied  ”  afore¬ 
thought  fail  to  provide 
the  said  seats.” 

On  this  account,  the 
indictment  goes  on  to  say, . 
the  complainants  were-, 
caused  great  distress  of 
mind,  particularly  inas¬ 


much  as  all,  relying  on 
Mr.  Cory,  had  been  led  to 
turn  down  numerous  other 
offers  of  seats  for  the 
game. 

The  fact  that,  through 
the  efforts  of  their  counsel, 
whom  they  engaged  im¬ 
mediately  on  learning  of 
Mr.  Cory's  failure  to  pro¬ 
vide  seats,  they  were  able 
to  obtain  seeing  room,  is 
regarded  as  in  no  wise 
lessening  the  serious  na¬ 
ture  of  the  charge.  The  la¬ 
dies  claim  heavy  damages 
for  the  injury  to  their 
feelings,  and  general  wear 
and  tear  of  their  nerves. 

DEFENDANT  OVERCOME 

Mr.  Cory  has  under¬ 
taken  to  plead  his  own 
case,  but  at  the  opening  of 
the  trial  this  morning  was 
unable  to  proceed  with  his 
defence,  the  sight  of  two 
and  twenty  complainants 
proving  quite  too  much 
for  him.  He  collapsed 
on  the  stand  and  the 
magistrate  seeing  his 
plight  granted  a  remand 
pf  one  week.  Mr.  Cory 
had  to  be  carried  from 
the  court.

HUGE  CROWD 

ATTENDS 

The  opening  session  of 
the  House  of  Parliament, 
under  the  regime  of  Pre¬ 
mier  Raney  tqok  place 
yesterday  afternoon.  The 
inaugural  sitting  was  at¬ 
tended  with  the  utmost 
pomp  and  ceremony. 
Thousands  of  people 
thronged  the  grounds,  all 
points  of  vantage  near  the 
Parliament  Buildings 
being  occupied  hours  be¬ 
fore  the  time  set  for  the 
opening,  by  enthusiastic 
admirers  of  the  great 
statesman. 

A  thunderous  outburst 
of  cheering  announced 
the  arrival  of  the  legisla¬ 
tive  party.  First  came 
the  Grand -Duke,  J. 
L.  Ross,  His  equipage 
was  surrounded  by  a 
strong  detachment  of 
cavalry,  as  a  precaution 
against  any  attempt  on 
his  life  by  the  agents  of 
the  Pretender  Hamilton. 

GRANTED  OVATION 

His  Excellency  was 
cheered  by  the  populace, 
but  the  reception  ac¬ 
corded  h  is  appearance  did 
not  compare  with  that 
given  Premier  Raney.  As 
the  grand  old  leader’s 
carriage  passed,  the  mili¬ 
tary  who  lined  the  ap¬ 
proaches  to  the  House 
had  great  difficulty  in 
holding  back  the  crowds. 
Speaker  Dyke  and  Hon. 
Mr.  Bull,  leader  of  the 
Opposition,  accompanied 
Premier  Raney.

Government  Plans 
Many  Reforms  of 
Sweeping  Nature. 

MONUMENT  TO 
SUPT.  CAMPBELL 

System  of  Belling 
Police  To  Be 
Proposed. 

The  session  of  the 
House  which  was  inau¬ 
gurated  yesterday,  pro¬ 
mises  to  be  one  of  the 
busiest  on  record.  The 
Government  is  pledged  to 
a  policy  of  reform  and 
will  introduce  many  mea¬ 
sures  of  a  radical  nature. 
The  opposition  under  Lea¬ 
der  Bull  is  strong  and  the 
floor  promises  to  Ire  the 
scene  of  many  hard- 
fought  battles. 

THE  PROGRAMME 

The  programme  of  the 
Government  is  exciting 
the  very  greatest  interest. 
As  given  out  in  the 
Gazette,  it  includes 
the  introduction  of  several 
bills  of  a  sweeping  nature 
and  the  appointment  of  a 
number  of  commissions 
while  the  appropriations 
promise  to  reach  a  sum 
hitherto  unprecedented. 

Prominent  among  the 
bills  to  be  introduced  by 
the  Government  are  four 
of  peculiar  interest. 

The  first  of  these  is  a 
measure  for  the  belling  of 
the  police  in  order  that 
students  may  be  kept 
informed  as  to  their 
whereabouts.  It  is  pro¬ 
mised  to  attach  two  bells 
to  policemen  over  5  ft. 
10  in.  in  height;  four  to 
those  over  6  ft.,  and  so 
forth.

CREATE 

STIR 

Sensational  Statement 
From  Members  of 
Faculty. 

The  members  of  the 
faculty  of  the  University 
are  not  in  the  habit  of 
making  statements  startl¬ 
ing  for  their  originality. 
Within  the  last  few  days 
however,  at  least  two 
professors  have  in  the 
course  of  their  lectures 
made  assertions  of  a  de¬ 
cidedly  sensat  ional  nat  ure. 
The  members  of  the  staff 
in  question  were  Prof. 
Alexander  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  English  and  Prof. 
Feiling  of  the  Department 
of  History. 

At  a  recent  lecture  in 
English,  Prof.  Alexander 
made  the  statement  that 
"  any  fool, — any  poet, — 
could  do  that.”  This  im¬ 
plication  as  to  intellectual 
capacity  of  poets  in  gen¬ 
eral  has  aroused  the 
greatest  indignation 
among  the  poetasters  of 
the  University  and  there 
is  a  movement  on  foot, 
headed  by  Mr.  J.  N.  Hug¬ 
gins,  to  force  Prof.  Alex¬ 
ander  either  to  produce 
statistics  supporting  his 
assertions  or  to  apologise. 

Prof.  Feiling’s  state¬ 
ment  concerns  the  atti¬ 
tude  of  the  woman  suf¬ 
fragists  towards  the  land¬ 
ed  gentry  of  England.  In 
a  recent  lecture  he  stated 
that  "any  suffragette 
would  gladly  marry  a 
lord.”  This  assertion 
seems  to  point  to  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  the  women 
suffragists  to  ally  them¬ 
selves  with  the  aristo¬ 
cratic  element  of  the 
English  people.  Such  a 
tendency  has  hitherto 
been  noticed  by  no  ob¬ 
server  of  present  con¬ 
ditions,  but  if  it  really 
does  exist,  it  is  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  historical  author¬ 
ities  that  it  may  prove 
momentous. 

Prof.  Feiling  has  been 
requested  to  write  an 
article  for  "Varsity” 
elaborating  his  views  on 
the  subject.

THE  EVENING  BLAST 


G. LAZENBY  HELD 
BY  CITY 
POLICE 


Charged  With  Theft 
of  Clothes  From 
Egyptian  Mummy. 


C.  A.  Lazenby  of  the 
class  of  '07,  now  class  as¬ 
sistant  in  the  Department 
of  Philosophy  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity,  is  being  held  by 
the  city  police  on  a  serious 
charge.  It  is  alleged  that 
Mr.  Lazenby,  while  on  a 
visit  to  Egypt  during  the 
past  summer,  stole  the 
clothes  from  a  mummy 
and  has  since  been  wear¬ 
ing  them. 

The  peculiar  appear¬ 
ance  of  Mr.  Lazenby’s 
attire  was  remarked  on 
his  return  to  the  Univer- 
sity,  but  no  significance 
was  attached  thereto,  un¬ 
til  a  few  days  ago  the  news 
of  the  theft  was  communi¬ 
cated  by  the  Egyptian  to 
the  local  police. 

It  appears  that  the 
clothes  were  stolen  from 
a  mummy  in  the  Cairo 
Museum,  dating  back  to 
about  2,000  B.C.  The 
theft  was  not  discovered 
until  a  few  weeks  ago,  but 
immediately  on  its  com¬ 
ing  to  light  the  Egyptian 
authorities  naturally  con¬ 
nected  it  with  Mr.  Lazen¬ 
by’s  visit. 

They  communicated 
with  the  Toronto  police 
and  the  suspect  was  at 
once  taken  in  charge. 
His  clothing  was  handed 
over  for  examination  to 
expert  archaeologists  who 
after  a  thorough  investi¬ 
gation  declared  that  al¬ 
though  it  undoubtedly 
dated  back  to  some  period 
B.C.,  they  were  unable  to 
fix  the  exact  date. 

The  Egyptian  authori¬ 
ties  have  been  communi¬ 
cated  with  and  their  re¬ 
presentatives  are  on  their 
way  to  Toronto.  In  the 
meanwhile,  Mr.  Lazenby 
is  under  police  surveil¬ 
lance. 

The  suspect  claims  to 
have  acquired  the  raiment 
at  a  York  St.  store.

PROMINENT  MEN 
APPEAR  IN 
COURT 

Magistrate  Campbell 
Deals  With  Sensa¬ 
tional  Cases. 


Several  cases  of  a  sensa¬ 
tional  nature  were  dealt 
with  at  the  session  of  the 
Buildings  and  Grounds 
Court  this  morning.  Many 
figures  well  known  around 
the  University  appeared 
in  the  dock,  among  them 
being  R.  Thompson  of  the 
class  of  ’10,  G.  Coyne  alias 
Bogus,  president  of  the 
class  of  ’09,  F.  McLean, 
A.  T.  McKay,  T2  ;  T.  R. 
Harrison,  TO  ;  and  others 
equally  prominent. 

The  case  against  F. 
McLean,  A.  T.  McKay 
and  T.  R.  Harrison  was 
the  first  called  by  Super- 
indentent  Campbell.  The 
charge  against  them  was 
to  the  effect  that  they  had 
been  observed  hanging 
round  Glen  Mawr  in  a 
suspicious  manner. 

The  prisoners  admitted 
that  they  had  been  trying 
to  establish  communica¬ 
tion  with  an  inmate  of  the 
institution.  They  were 
released  on  promising  that 
they  would  not  for  two 
months,  pass  within  two 
blocks  of  any  ladies’  col¬ 
lege. 

DISOKDERLY  CONDUCT 

G.  Coyne,  better  known 
as  Bogus,  was  charged 
with  disorderly  conduct 
in  the  entry  to  the  Dining 
Hall.  The  principal  wit¬ 
ness  was  a  waiter  who 
testified  that  on  going  to 
close  the  door  on  Sunday 
morning  at  9.25  he  had 
been  accosted  by  the 
prisoner,  who  pushed 
roughly  by  him  into  the 
Hall,  and  insisted  on  get¬ 
ting  his  breakfast. 

The  prisoner  claimed  in 
his  defence  that  the  door 
could  not  legally  be  shut 
until  9.30  and  that  he  was 
within  his  rights  in  en¬ 
forcing  an  entrance  .  Sup¬ 
erintendent  Campbell  held 
that  the  prisoner  should 
have  referred  to  him  before 
making  the  attempt  and 
imposed  a  fine  of  one 
week’s  meal  tickets. 

Damaging  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Toronto  was 
the  charge  against  J.  G. 
Colquhoun,  the  complain- 
tant  being  Mayor  Oliver. 
It  appears  that  on  last 
Hallowe’en  a  policeman 
clubbed  Mr.  Colquhoun 
with  such  violence  as  to 
break  his  baton.  Mayor 
Oliver  claimed  damages 
for  the  broken  baton. 
Superintendent  Campbell 
severely  reprimanded  Mr. 
Colquhoun  for  having 
such  a  hard  head  and 
ordered  him  to  replace 
the  broken  baton.
